POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
A dream of scientific progress and a new 
means of transportation exploded in a murderous 
fiery ball 30 years ago Saturday, May 6. 
The dream began near Paris on Oct. 15, IT83, 
when Jean Francois Pilatre de Rozier rose to 
an altitude of about 80 feet beneath a hot air 
balloon - the first man to fly. It ended May 6, 
1937, over Lakehurst, N. J., when the German 
dirigible Hindenberg exploded as it was about to 
complete a trans-Atlantic voyage. 
Man’s desire to fly goes back to prehistoric 
times; to the days of legend. Through the ages 
philosophers theorized and wrote about it, but 
it wasn’t until the Montgolfier brothers har­ 
nessed hot air in the 1780*s that anyone got off 
the ground. 
And balloons were unsatisfactory. You couldn’t 
steer them; they were 
at the mercy of the 
winds. 
It was more than 60 years before any­ 
one made a start on this problem. 
“Henri Giffard, a French engineer, was the 
first man successfully to combine an engine of 
sufficient power with a balloon that could 
be 
steered.’’ 
“On September 24, 1852, Giffard 
flew 17 miles from Paris to the city’s out­ 
skirts. 
By using a rudder, he could turn from 
a straight course. But Giffard’s engine lacked 
the power to turn the balloon completely around 
and return to the starting point.” 
Scientists continued work for the next half 
century without ever getting past the experi­ 
mental stage. 
It was Count Ferdinand 
von 
Zeppelin who was to make the airship into a 
practical, commercial proposition. 
He had become interested in lighter-than-air 
craft when, as a Prussian Army observer in 
the American Civil War, he 
had gone up in 
Union Army balloons. 
He had served in the 
Franco-Prussian War, when the French used 
balloons in the siege of Paris. 
Zeppelin was in his early 60’s and retired from 
the army when his first airship flew in 1900. 
The German government aided him and, in 1908, 
he founded the Zeppelin Airship Building Co. 
Time was running out on the airship even then. 
The Wright brothers, Curtiss, Blériot and many 
others were working on heavier-than-air craft; 
had them flying, were making constant improve­ 
ments. 
But at the time, the airship was far 
closer to being a commercially profitable flying 
machine. 
Zeppelin organized the world’s first airline in 
.1910. His airships carried about 35,000 passen- 
before the outbreak of World War I put an 
end to his airline. 
After the war, the victorious allies used their 
airships only for military purposes. The U.S. 
Navy safely operated the Los Angeles for years 
- but the Senandoah, Akron and Macon crashed. 
There was considerable talk of organizing air­ 
lines that would be equipped with airships, but 
nothing came of it - except in Germany. 
In 1928 the Graf Zeppelin was completed, named 
for the pioneer who had died in 1917. About 
800 feet long and 100 feet in diameter, she could 
cruise at 70 miles an hour and carry 50 passen­ 
gers in her luxurious cabin. More important, 
she had a range far beyond what the transport 
planes of the time could attempt. 
The Graf Zeppelin flew around the world in 
1929. 
In the early 1930*s she was placed in 
regular commercial service, carrying passen­ 
gers and cargo on a regular schedule between 
Germany and South America. 
“The success of the Graf Zeppelin led to the 
building of the Hindenburg in 1936.” 
“One of 
the largest ever built, this 7,063,000-cubic- 
foot ship was 812 feet long and 135 feet in diame­ 
ter.” 
The Hindenburg made more than 50 long 
distance flights, including more than 30 across 
the Atlantic. 
She too was placed in 
regular 
commercial service. 
The end came May 6, 1937. 
Herb Morrison 
and Charlie Nehlsen of WLS, Chicago, were at 
Lakehurst 
that 
day, 
with 
Morrison glibly 
describing the scene as the great silver pencil 
drifted in through clouds and rain toward its 
mooring mast. 
Then the Hindenburg exploded. 
Those of you who have Ed Mur row’s record, 
“I Can Hear It Now” at home can hear the 
broadcast Morrison made that day, his voice 
broken by sobs, 
the repeated “whump” of the 
Hindenburg’s 
exploding gasbags, 
Morrison 
crying, “Oh, the humanity.. .oh, the humanity.” 
Thirty-six persons died. 
Germany withdrew 
the Graf Zeppelin from service. 
The airship 
as a regularly-scheduled, commercial carrier 
was through. 
But if the Hindenburg had been inflated by 
helium, instead of hydrogen. . .if the airship 
had been perfected 50 years earlier. . . if 
heavier-than-air craft had been slower to de­

THE RAILROAD STRIKE THREAT 
AN 
ALMOST 
IMPERMISSIBLE CRUNCH is 
coming. Six shop craft unions in the railroads 
threaten to walk out tomorrow. Congress already 
has e)dended the strike deadline 20 days by a 
prohibiting 
resolution. 
The mechanics of the 
Railway Labor Act have been exhausted. 
In asking for special legislation to postpone the 


strike on April 10, President Johnson warned of 
“a crippling and paralyzing national railroad 
strike.” The President said a nationwide rail 
strike would do “ incalculable” damage by snarl­ 
ing passenger traffic and shipment of domestic 
goods and defense materials for the war in Viet 
Nam. 
Some 40 per cent of the total freight shipped by 
the Defense Department, he noted, is moved by 
rail. A strike would impede the movement of such 
necessary war materials as ammunition, jet fuel, 
strategic m issiles, and weapons. 
LABOR WILL FIGHT any further extension of 
the strike deadline. A spokesman for the Inter­ 
national 
Association of Machinists and Aero­ 
space workers, one of the six craft unions in­ 
volved, says: “ We have the right to strike and 
we will until it becomes illegal. That will take 
a new law . We’ll fight it. We already are battling 
it.” 
Congress will be pressured by the unions’1,900 
lodges. Wayne Morse (D Ore.), one of the sav- 
viest of senators when it comes to labor law. 
says the chances are only e v e n of getting special 
legislation through the Congress. And to pass 
it, he says, would take at least 10 days. 
It w asn’t so with the extender in April. Presi­ 
dent Johnson asked for the measure on April 10 
and it was adopted on the following day. 
THE RAILROAD INDUSTRY may be playing with 
fire. A Republican minority on the Senate Labor 
and Public Welfare Committee already has de­ 
cried the fact that President Johnson has yet to 
propose anti - strike legislation he said he in­ 
tended in his 1966 State of the Union Message. The 
proposal was not repeated in the 1967 Message. 
In signing the strike deadline extenion, April 
12 - in the living room of the temporary White 
House at Punta del Este, Uruguay — the Presi­ 
dent said that further strike-blocking action by 
Congress could be expected if no agreement is 
reached by the railroads. 
“The urgency 
which prompted Congress to 
act,” the President said, “should serve to notify 
both sides, as they return to the bargaining 
table, that the American people look to them for 
selfless and responsible action in the best tra­ 
dition of industrial democracy. This resolution 
is a call upon their consciences.” 
But Secretary of Labor W. Willard Wirtz and 
Secretary of Transportation Alan S. Boyd in a 
joint statement of April 23 said: “The ugly fact 
is that collective bargaining has fallen flat on 
its face. The country is on the verge of a nation­ 
wide railroad strike. It is a shame for democ­ 
racy to be put on trial over so small a disa­ 
greement.” 
The unions represent 137,000 workers. The is­ 
sues are basically, though not entirely, bread- 
and-butter. Some 65 per cent of railroad work­ 
ers have accepted a 5 per cent wage rise which 
the shop craft unions consistently have rejected.

Miss Revell will start at about 
100 feet down, and work up the 
cove shelf until her last day is 
spent at 10 feet. While below she 
will map the bottom of the cove, 
photograph sea life, and take 
rock samples. 
At night she will sleep under 
— yes, under — a bed being 
designed to prevent her from 
floating away. 
"The original design is being 
modified because I have a habit 
of sleeping while standing on 
my head,” she said. 
Underwater, due to buoyancy, 
she meant. 
All the time she will be moni­ 
tored by closed circuit tele­ 
vision and two divers from the 
team of 14, working in shifts. 
Miss Revell has been diving 
for sport for 10 years. The last 
three months have been spent in 
training for this project.

Sardinians 
have donated housing for her 
crew. A French marine biology 
laboratory is receiving the sci­ 
entific findings. She hopes to 
sell a bookoa her experiences.

Russell Long, D^.a., son 
of the famous Luisiana King- 
fish, and the equally unpredict­ 
able senator from Tennessee, 
dour Albert 
Gore. Long fa. 
vors the checkoff which, it’s 
estimated, will raise $30 mil­ 
lion for each presidential can­ 
didate. Gore is vigorously op­ 
posed. 
There is an interesting back­ 
ground to the two contestants. 
Sen. Long was a small boy 
when his father ran for gov­ 
ernor, then senator on the plat­ 
form of "every man a king,” 
raising his money with the Robin 
Hood technique of shaking down 
big corporations and using their 
money to vote free schoolbooks, 
more 
schoolhouses, and toll- 
free 
bridges across the Mis­ 
sissippi. Eventually Huey Long 
was killed by an 
assassin’s 
bullet in the 
statehouse 
in 
Baton Rouge, and 
a statue 
in front of the 
with a spotlight 
24 hours a day. 
Russell Long, son of King- 
flsh, looks more and more like 
his 
daddy and has some of his 
father’s wild - eyed approach 
to legislation. On 
the whole, 
however, he 
remains dedi-- 
cated to the same philosophy 
of making every man, includ­ 
ing the man in the street, a 
king. 
Tennessee’s Gore has come 
up the hard way through poli­ 
tics and once was entrusted 
with the 
chairmanship 
of 
the 
senate elections subcom­ 
mittee which in 1956 did a pain­ 
staking Job of tabulating the 
tremendous amounts of money 
channeled into the presidential 
election by heads of big corp­ 
orations, wealthy families and 
advertising agencies 
to re­ 
elect Eisenhower. 
Unlike 
other 
senate 
elec­ 
tions 
chairmen, Gore did not 
go out on the campaign trail to 
hold hearings regarding politi­ 
cal skulduggery. But after the 
campaign was over, he pub­ 
lished a book weighing about 
two pounds which affords the 
only real diagnosis of how big 
contributors can elect presi­ 
dents. 
WHERE THE MONEY IS 
This book, however, should 
help Sen. Long not Sen. Gore 
in the battle coming up in the 
senate today. It shows on page 
65 that the top Republican fam­ 
ilies of the nation contributed 
$1,040,526 to reelect Eisenhow­ 
er while wealthy Democratic 
families could put up only $107,- 
109. The DuPont family, 
for 
instance, gave $248,423; the 
Mellon family of Pittsburgh put 
up $100,150; the Pew family of 
Philadelphia, owners of Sun Oil, 
put up $216,800; the Rockefel­ 
lers 
contributed 
$152,604; 
while the Whitneys - he was the 


owner of the now defunct New 
York Herald Tribune — con­ 
tributed $121,450. 
There 
were lesser Republi­ 
can contributors such as t h e 
Fords with $36,899 and 
the 
Olins with $53,550 and the Van­ 
derbilts with $54,800. The Olins 
are 
partners 
in the 
giant 
d in - Mathieson Holding Com­ 
pany, which recently has been 
cited 
by the general account­ 
ing office for charging the gov­ 
ernment a 
65 per cent profit 
cxi fuel supplied for the Titan 
II m issile; so apparently mem­ 
bers of this firm can afford to 
support the 
Republican presi­ 
dential candidate. 
Largest 
Democratic 
con­ 
tributors to Adlai Stevenson 
were the 
Reynolds family of 
Virginia, producers 
of Alu­ 
minum, with $49,609; the Mar­ 
shall Fields with $23,000 and the 
Lehman family of New York with 
$23,500. 
The Lehmans split 
their contribution bets, how­ 
ever, also putting $14,000 on 
Eisenhower. 
Significantly, the Harriman 
family of New York also split. 
Averell put $4,500 on Adlai; 
his brother Roland and wife put 
$34,350 on Ike. 
All you have to do is to read 
these figures to understand why 
Sen. Everett Dirksen of Illinois, 
die GOP Senate Leader, sig­ 
nalled to Republican senators 
to vote against Long’s system 
of raising campaign contribu­ 
tions 
through a $1 voluntary 
checkoff on income tax forms, 
and 
they 
did. The present 
system helps the Republicans. 
Nobody knows exactly why the 
dour senator from Tennessee, 
Albert Gore, is opposed to the 
voluntary $1 checkoff.

NOTE TO EDITORS: 
In commenting on the cen­ 
sure of Senator Dodd, you may 
be Interested in noting also that 
the only two senators to be 
censured in the past 20 years

representatives were first ex­ 
posed by collumnists 
Drew 
Pearson and Jack Anderson. 
The details 
of the columns 
which led to the Dodd motion 
of

are quite fresh 
in the public's mind, but most 
people have forgotten that it was 
the 
Pearson columns on Sen. 
McCarthy’s bulldozing of the

The Pearson columns 
on 
Cohn and 
Schine, McCarthy’s 
two investigators, and the fa­ 
vored treatment which the sen­

Fort Dix, N. J., were published 
beginning Dec. 6, 1953, and con­ 
tinued through the spring of 
1954. The senate army - Mc­ 
Carthy hearings began on April 
22, 1954, 
and McCarthy was 
finally censured on Dec. 2, that 
year. 
Among the many Pearson col­ 
umns on Adam Clayton Powell, 
perhaps 
the most sensational 
was that of Sept. 13, 1965, in 
which he quoted verbatim the 
text of the state department 
cable to American embassies 
abroad, asking them to 
get 
theatre tickets, night club res­ 
ervations, a yacht etc.,for Pow­ 
ell and his two secretaries. 
In 1966, Pearson reported in 
detail

OIL BREATHER CAP 
Ask a young man in a service 
station what his fancy turns to 
. when spring is in the air. Unless 
he manages to catch himself 
first, 
he is likely to say, 
‘ •'Thoughts of oil filters." 
Oil filters? B used to be love. 
Now it's tune-ups, oil changes, 
air filters, tire rotation 
and 
_ so on, ad infinitum. 
But hark! Under the hood of 
your car cries a poor, neglected 
filter that rarely is checked, 
even by a young man in love

little screen in the oil filler cap.

Suddenly you 
are faced with a big repair bill, 
all because that little oil filler 
cap was neglected. It is one of 
the easiest things on your car 
to clean or replace and cer­ 
tainly one of the least expen­ 
sive. 
When you are treating your car 
to its spring tonic and cleaning, 
ask the young man to clean or 
replace the breather cap while 
he is doing the rest of the job. 
Then, make it a point to have it 
serviced every time you change 
oil.

searcher,

ports that a class of 
white 
' cells i- the polymorphonuclear 
leukocytes — function one way 
in the healthy individual 
and 
quite another way in the MS 
patient. Li the presence of MS, 
he 
indicates, 
these cells 
exhibit a poor energy 
mech­ 
anism and form fats 
imper­ 
fectly. He thus believes that in 
MS they fail to ward off disease 
as effectively as they normally 
do. Other investigators 
indi­ 
cate that a white cell defect 
causes them to destroy a pro­ 
tein in nerve lisoue.

peripheral lymphocytes,

maintain, 
attack a protein in

For the first time, most of the nation is in step with Daylight Saving Time. Congress last 
yeor passed a law making "fast” time mandatory except where state legislators passed 
legislation retaining standard time— for the entire state, supposedly, no more local option. 
As a result, Daylight Saving is effective in 44 states on April 30 this year. Only Michigan 
and South Dakota legislatures have opted for standard time. Since its legislature doesn't 
meet this year, Kentucky has been given a year of grace to make its decision. Alaska and 
Howoii, along with Puerto Rico, have been granted exemption pending revision of their 
time zones. Only Indiana, by a legal quirk, has contrived to retain local option. The 
legislature voted to permit eoch locality to follow either standard or daylight time but 
requires each to set up an "official" clock showing daylight time.

HOUSE ADVANCES BILL TO 
SET MILK PRICES 
JEFFERSON CITY - As 
the 
M issouri House of Representa­ 
tives gave preliminary approval 
last week to a milk price fixing 
bill, many in support of 
the 
measure were still questioning 
whether this “ cure” might not 
be worse than the “ disease” 
- the increased failures of small 
dairies and the loss of profits 
to the dairy farmer. 
The bill, introduced by Rep. 
Ronald Reed (D • St. Joseph) 
would establish a seven-m em ­ 
ber commission which would 
set prices for milk sold 
in 
M issouri in an effort to guar­ 
antee certain percentage re­ 
turns 
to 
the producers and 
m lintatn 
a 
stable wholesale 
purchase price which would put 
sm all dairies on a levelof com­ 
petition with the large plants. 
Although sponsors of the bill 
argued that there would be no 
increase in the price of milk 
resulting from passage of such 
a bill, it was generally conceded 
by many members voting for 
the advance of the bill 
that 
prices would rise. 
This would result, they said, 
from the fact that the cost of 
the commission would be paid ■ 
for from assessm ents to milk 
processors and distributors. 
To point up this fact, 
Rep. 
Harold L. Volkner (D-Hanni- 
bal), introduced an 
amend­ 
ment which would have changed 
the name of the bill to the 
“ Milk Price Raise Act” 
from 
the “ Milk Sales Act.” 
Most members of the House 
recognized 
that 
there 
are 
serious problems in the milk 
industry - as evidenced by the 
recent National Farm ers Or­ 
ganization blockade of 
milk 
shipments in an effort to raise 
prices to the consumer - and 
profits to the producer. 
But of those recognizing the 
problem of low profits 
to the 
producer and the 
decline in 
the number of sm all dairies, 
som e still favored the opinion 
voiced by Rep. 
Anthony Dill 
(R-Affton), that “ a rose by any 
other name is just as sweet,” 
and that “price-fixing by any 
other name is just as rotten.” 
Although the bill still faces a 
final vote in the House - and 22 
members were absent from this 
preliminary vote of 76-64 - 
many outstate representatives 
are expected to hang together 
again in an effort to find some 
relief for the sm all dairy far­ 
mer and the sm all processor. 
During the long debate on the

amendments were proposed, but 
only a few passed.

The city council adopted a bud­ 
get of $759,010 for fiscal 1967— 
68 with provisions to increase 
all city employees' salaries at 
an average of four per cent. 
The tax rate of $1.81, main­ 
tained in fiscal 1966-67, was ap­ 
proved for the new year, which 
began Monday and 
ends April 
30, 1968. 


The new budget represents an 
increase of $64,290 over the 
1966-67 budget of$694,720. The 
total assessed value of 
real, 
personal 
and 
merchants 
property for tax 
purposes is 
estimated to be $16,645,000, 
an increase of $421,500 over the 
previous year, City Manager 
W. Raymert Miller said. 


The budget was based on the 
$1.81 tax rate with consideration 
of revenue from all sources re­ 
lying 
on 
conservative 
esti­ 
mates, Miller said. 
Breakdown on the $1.81 tax 
rate is; 
general revenue 
90 
cents: sinking fund for payment 


of 1954 sanitary sewer bonds 
24 cents; sinking fund for 1965 
water and sewer bonds 29 cents; 
library fund 19 cents; park fund 
19 cents. 


Sources of the city’s revenue 
according to M iller’s estim ates 
are; 
Property taxes, $290,- 
300; other taxes, $92,160; fran­ 
chise taxes, $52,500; licenses 
and permits, $80,150; fines and 
forfeits, $20,000; charge 
for

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
A dream of scientific progress and a new 
means of transportation exploded in a murderous 
fiery ball 30 years ago Saturday, May 6. 
The dream began near Paris on Oct. 15, 1783, 
when Jean Francois Pilatre de Rozier rose to 
an altitude of about 80 feet beneath a hot air 
balloon - the first man to fly. It ended May 6, 
1937, over Lakehurst, N. J., when the German 
dirigible Hindenberg exploded as it was about to 
complete a trans-Atlantic voyage. 
Man’s desire to fly goes back to prehistoric 
times; to the days of legend. Through the ages 
philosophers theorized and wrote about it, but 
it wasn’t until the Montgolfier brothers har­ 
nessed hot air in the 1780’s that anyone got off 
the ground. 
And balloons were unsatisfactory. You couldn’t 
steer them; they were 
at the mercy of the 
winds. 
It was more than 60 years before any­ 
one made a start on this problem. 
‘’Henri Giffard, a French engineer, was the 
first man successfully to combine an engine of 
sufficient power with a balloon that could 
be 
steered.” 
“ On September 24, 1852, Giffard 
flew 17 miles from Paris to the city’s out­ 
skirts. 
By using a rudder, he could turn from 
a straight course. But Giffard’s engine lacked 
the power to turn the balloon completely around 
and return to the starting point.” 
Scientists continued work for the next half 
century without ever getting past the experi­ 
mental stage. 
It was Count Ferdinand 
von 
Zeppelin who was to make the airship into a 
practical, commercial proposition. 
He had become interested in lighter-than-air 
craft when, as a Prussian Army observer in 
the American Civil War, he 
had gone up in 
Union Army balloons. 
He had served in the 
Franco-Prussian War, when the French used 
balloons in the siege of Paris. 
Zeppelin was in his early 60’s and retired from 
the army when his first airship flew in 1900. 
The German government aided him and, in 1908, 
he founded the Zeppelin Airship Building Co. 
Time was running out on the airship even then. 
The Wright brothers, C urtiss, Bleriot and many 
others were working on heavier-than-air craft; 
had them flying, were making constant improve­ 
ments. 
But at the time, the airship was far 
closer to being a commercially profitable flying 
machine. 
Zeppelin organized the world’s first airline in 
1910. His airships carried about 35,000passen- 
before the outbreak of World War I put an 
end to his airline. 
After the war, the victorious allies used their 
airships only for military purposes. The U.S. 
Navy safely operated the Los Angeles for years 
- but the Senandoah, Akron and Macon crashed. 
There was considerable talk of organizing air­ 
lines that would be equipped with airships, but 
nothing came of it - except in Germany. 
In 1928 the Graf Zeppelin was completed, named 
for the pioneer who had died in 1917. About 
800 feet long and 100 feet in diameter, she could 
cruise at 70 miles an hour and carry 50 passen­ 
gers in her luxurious cabin. More important, 
she had a range far beyond what the transport 
planes of the time could attempt. 
The Graf Zeppelin flew around the world in 
1929. 
In the early 1930’s she was placed in 
regular commercial service, carrying passen­ 
gers and cargo on a regular schedule between 
Germany and South America. 
“ The success of the Graf Zeppelin led to the 
building of the Hindenburg in 1936.” 
“ One of 
the largest ever built, this 7,063,000-cubic- 
foot ship was 812 feet long and 135 feet in diame­ 
te r.” 
The Hindenburg made more than 50 long 
distance flights, including more than 30 across 
the Atlantic. 
She too was placed in 
regular 
commercial service. 
The end came May 6, 1937. 
Herb Morrison 
and Charlie Nehlsen of WLS, Chicago, were at 
Lakehurst 
that 
day, 
with 
Morrison glibly 
describing the scene as the great silver pencil 
drifted in through clouds and rain toward its 
mooring mast. 
Then the Hindenburg exploded. 
Those of you who have Ed Mur row’s record, 
“ I Can Hear It Now” at home can hear the 
broadcast Morrison made that day, his voice 
broken by sobs, 
the repeated “ whump” of the 
Hindenburg’s 
exploding 
gasbags, 
Morrison 
crying, “ Oh, the humanity.. .oh, the humanity.” 
Thirty-six persons died. 
Germany withdrew 
the Graf Zeppelin from service. 
The airship 
as a regularly-scheduled, commercial carrier 
was through. 
But if the Hindenburg had been inflated by 
helium, instead of hydrogen. . .if the airship 
had been perfected 50 years earlier. . . if 
heavier-than-air craft had been slower to de­ 
velop....... 
History is full of “ ifs.”

THE RAILROAD STRIKE THREAT 
AN 
ALMOST 
IMPERMISSIBLE CRUNCH is 
coming. Six shop craft unions in the railroads 
threaten to walkout tomorrow. Congress already 
has o:tended the strike deadline 20 days by a 
prohibiting 
resolution. 
The mechanics of the 
Railway Labor Act have been exhausted. 
In asking for special legislation to postpone the 


strike on April 10, President Johnson warned of 
“ a crippling and paralyzing national railroad 
strike.” The President said a nationwide rail 
strike would do “ incalculable” damage by snarl­ 
ing passenger traffic and shipment of domestic 
goods and defense m aterials for the war in Viet 
Nam. 
Some 40 per cent of the total freight shipped by 
the Defense Department, he noted, is moved by 
rail. A strike would impede the movement of such 
necessary war m aterials as ammunition, jet fuel, 
strategic m issiles, and weapons. 
LABOR WILL FIGHT any further extension of 
the strike deadline. A spokesman for the Inter­ 
national 
Association of Machinists and Aero­ 
space workers, one of the six craft unions in­ 
volved, says: “ We have the right to strike and 
we will until it becomes illegal. That will take 
a new law'. We’ll fight it. We already are battling 
it.” 
Congress w ill be pressured by the unions’ 1,900 
lodges. Wayne Morse (D Ore.), one of the sav- 
viest of senators when it comes to labor law. 
says the chances are only e v e n of getting special 
legislation through the Congress. And to pass 
it, he says, would take at least 10 days. 
It w asn’t so with the extender in April. P resi­ 
dent Johnson asked for the measure on April 10 
and it was adopted on the following day. 
THE RAILROAD INDUSTRY may be playing with 
fire. A Republican minority on the Senate Labor 
and Public Welfare Committee already has de­ 
cried the fact that President Johnson has yet to 
propose anti - strike legislation he said he in­ 
tended in his 1966 State of the Union Message. The 
proposal w'as not repeated in the 1967 Message. 
In signing the strike deadline extenion, April 
12 - in the living room of the temporary White 
House at Punta del Este, Uruguay — the P resi­ 
dent said that further strike-blocking action by 
Congress could be expected if no agreement is 
reached by the railroads. 
“ The urgency 
which prompted Congress to 
act,” the President said, “ should serve to notify 
both sides, as they return to the bargaining 
table, that the American people look to them for 
selfless and responsible action in the best tra ­ 
dition of industrial democracy. This resolution 
is a call upon their consciences.” 
But Secretary of Labor W. Willard Wirtz and 
Secretary of Transportation Alan S. Boyd in a 
joint statement of April 23 said: “ The ugly fact 
is that collective bargaining has fallen flat on 
its face. The country is on the verge of a nation­ 
wide railroad strike. It is a shame for democ­ 
racy to be put on trial over so small a disa­ 
greem ent.” 
The unions represent 137,000 workers. The is­ 
sues are basically, though not entirely, bread- 
and-butter. Some 65 per cent of railroad work­ 
ers have accepted a 5 per cent wage rise which 
the shop craft unions consistently have rejected.

A state-wide effort to reduce 
the number of unsafe cars and 
trucks on Missouri highways 
through a voluntary 
safety - 
check will begin in May. 
The 
project, which is part of 
a national effort sponsored by 
the Auto Industries 
Safety 
Committee and coordinated in 
the State by the 
Missouri 
Highway Patrol, involves free, 
voluntary visits to 
safety - 
check lanes. 
The lanes are 
operated 
by 
volunteer groups 
which 
co­ 
operate with home 
town law 
enforcement and traffic safety 
organizations. 
The items inspected 
include 
brakes, headlights, 
taillights, 
brake lights and turn signals, 
plus windshield wiping equip­ 
ment 
Also checked are the 
steering 
mechanism, 
horn, 
tires, exhaust system, window 
glass and seat belts. 
If everything is found to be 
in good, safe operating condi­ 
tion, a sticker is 
issued and 
the vehicle is identified as hav­ 
ing participated in this impor­ 
tant traffic safety program. 
Last year over thirty - five 
thousand vehicles went through 
the voluntary 
safety - check 
lanes in Missouri. Nearly sixty- 
six hundred was found 
to be 
faulty, and better than 
nine 
thousand unsafe items were re ­ 
vealed. 
Colonel E. I. (Mike) Hocka- 
day, 
Superintendent 
of 
the 
M issouri 
Highway 
Patrol, 
stated that while the 
volun­ 
tary check program 
provides 
m otorists with the opportunity 
to discover any 
unsafe items 
their vehicles may have, it is 
no substitute for State 
re ­ 
quired inspection. 
He 
said 
that less than half of the ve­ 
hicles which failed last year's 
voluntary check were 
re ­ 
ported repaired and 
returned 
by their owners for a second 
check. 
“ About half of the vehicles in­ 
spected in those states 
which 
have a periodic inspection law 
are found with some 
faulty 
safety 
equipment 
due

neglect,” he de­ 
clared. 
“ Take a look at

Would you believe that at least

medicinal in the world, 
is still a drug 
of choice for 
most physicians in 
treating 
arthritis and rheumatism. 


It is understandable 
that 
a 
person in constant pain will turn 
in desperation to anything that 
offers relief; and that he will 
wonder when the doctor 
pre 
scribes pure aspirin, which is 
used 
for treating 
everyday 
headaches and other pains. Yet, 
as the 
Time 
article 
says, 
“ The most widely prescribed 
and useful 
drug (for 
arth ri­ 
tis) is still aspirin.” 
Our advice to all 
victims of 
arthritis and 
rheumatism 
is 
to listen to their 
doctor, not 
to irresponsible quacks. 
And our advice to others (all 
potential victims of these dis­ 
eases) is 
to 
contribute gen­ 
erously to reputable organiza­ 
tions sponsoring research that 


may someday come up with a 
cure for arthritis and rheuma­ 
tism.

California mermaid who 
plans to take a dive in the water 
tliis June — and stay under five 
days. 


It’s an experiment she’s con­ 
ducting to test how a person can 
withstand being submerged for 
extended periods without any 
shelter. The attempt will be 
made from June 5 to 10 in a lit­ 
tle cove on the Mediterranean 
coast line of Sardinia. 
She is training in London with 
a 66-pound self-contained back­ 
pack made by a French firm . It 
is an advanced aqualung, fully 
equipped with a radio, breath­ 
ing apparatus and a feeding 
system. 
The radio will keep her in 
contact with a boat. Her air will 
come from the tank’s four cylin­ 
ders and will be replenished 
every 30 minutes with an air 
gun device lowered from the 
boat. Two divers, who will be in 
attendance at all tim es, will op­ 
erate the air gun. 
Food for the tall, athletic 
blonde from Shatter, Cal. will 
come from a detachable tank 
with a pump-fed hose leading to 


her mouthpiece. She will get 
only liquid foods, changed from 
tim e to tim e for variety. 
Miss Revell will start at about 
100 feet down, and work up the 
cove shelf until her last day is 
spent at 10 feet. While below she 
will map the bottom of the cove, 
photograph sea life, and take 
rock samples. 
At night she will sleep under 
— yes, under — a bed being 
designed to prevent her from 
floating away. 
“ The original design is being 
modified because I have a habit 
of sleeping while standing on 
my head,” she said. 
Underwater, due to buoyancy, 
she meant. 
All the time she will be moni­ 
tored by closed circuit tele­ 
vision and two divers from the 
team of 14, working in shifts. 
Miss Revell has been diving 
for sport for 10 years. The last 
three months have been spent in 
training for this project. 
The equipment is being con­ 
tributed by the French and Ital­ 
ian manufacturers. Sardinians 
have donated housing for her 
crew. A French marine biology 
laboratory is receiving the sci­ 
entific findings. She hopes to 
sell a bookon her experiences. 


WASHINGTON - Today (May 
2) comes the final 
showdown 
over the $1 voluntary income 
tax checkoff 
to raise money 
for 
conducting 
presidential 
campaigns. The showdown will 
be 
chiefly 
between 
the un­ 
predictable 
Democratic whip, 
Sen. Russell Long, D«La., son 
of the famous Luisiana King- 
fish, and the equally unpredict­ 
able senator from Tennessee, 
dour Albert 
Gore. Long fa­ 
vors the checkoff which, it’s 
estimated, will raise $30 mil­ 
lion for each presidential can­ 
didate. Gore is vigorously op­ 
posed. 
There is an interesting back­ 
ground to the two contestants. 
Sen. Long was a small boy 
when his father ran for gov­ 
ernor, then senator on the plat­ 
form of "every man a king,” 
raising his money with the Robin 
Hood technique of shaking down 
big corporations and using their 
money to vote free schodbooks, 
more 
schodhouses, and toll- 
free 
bridges across the Mis­ 
sissippi. Eventually HueyLong 
was killed by an 
assassin’s 
bullet in the 
statehouse 
in 
Baton Rouge, and 
a statue 
now stands 
in front of the 
State Capitol with a spotlight 
shining 
on it 24 hours a day. 
Russell Long, son of King- 
fish, looks more and more like 
his 
daddy and has some of his 
father’s wild - eyed approach 
to legislation. On 
the whole, 
however, he 
remains deed-* 
cated to the same philosophy 
of making every man, includ­ 
ing the man in the street, a 
king. 
Tennessee’s Gore has come 
up the hard way through poli­ 
tics and once was entrusted 
with the 
chairmanship 
of 
the 
senate elections subcom­ 
mittee which in 1956 did a pain­ 
staking job of tabulating the 
tremendous amounts of money 
channeled into the presidential 
election by heads of big corp­ 
orations, wealthy families and 
advertising agencies 
to re­ 
elect Eisenhower. 
Unlike 
other 
senate 
elec­ 
tions 
chairmen, Gore did not 
go out on the campaign trail to 
hold hearings regarding politi­ 
cal skulduggery. But after the 
campaign was over, he pub­ 
lished a book weighing about 
two pounds which affords the 
only real diagnosis of how big 
contributors can elect presi­ 
dents. 
WHERE THE MONEY IS 
This book, however, should 
help Sen. Long not Sen. Gore 
in 
the battle coming up in the 
senate today. It shows on page 
65 that the top Republican fam­ 
ilies of the nation contributed 
$1,040,526 to reelect Eisenhow­ 
e r while wealthy Democratic 
families could put up only $107,- 
109. The DuPont family, 
for 
Instance, gave $248,423; the 
Mellon family of Pittsburgh put 
up $100,150; the Pew family of 
Philadelphia, owners of Sun Oil, 
put up $216,800; the Rockefel­ 
lers 
contributed 
$152,604; 
while the Whitneys — he was the 


owner of the now defunct New 
York Herald Tribune — con­ 
tributed $121,450. 
There 
were lesser Republi­ 
can contributors such as t h e 
Fords with $36,899 and 
the 
Olins with $53,550 and the Van­ 
derbilts with $54,800. The Olins 
are 
partners 
in 
the 
giant 
Olin • Mathieson Holding Com­ 
pany, which recently has been 
cited 
by the general account­ 
ing office for charging the gov­ 
ernment a 
65 per cent profit 
on fuel supplied 
for the Titan 
II missile; so apparently mem­ 
bers of this firm can afford to 
support the 
Republican presi­ 
dential candidate. 
Largest 
Democratic 
con­ 
tributors to Adlai Stevenson 
were the 
Reynolds family of 
Virginia, producers 
of Alu­ 
minum, with $49,609; the Mar- 
shall Fields with $23,000 and the 
Lehman family of New Yorkwith 
$23,500. 
The 
Lehmans split 
their contribution bets, how­ 
ever, also putting $14,000 on 
Eisenhower. 
Significantly, the Harriman 
family of New York also split. 
Averell put $4,500 on Adlai; 
his brother Roland and wife put 
$34,350 on Ike. 
All you have to do is to read 
these figures to understand why 
Sen. Everett Dirksen of Illinois, 
the GOP Senate Leader, sig­ 
nalled to Republican senators 
to vote against Long’s system 
of raising campaign contribu­ 
tions 
through a $1 voluntary 
checkoff on income tax forms, 
and 
they 
did. The present 
system helps th§ Republicans. 
Nobody knows exactly why the 
dour senator from Tennessee, 
Albert Gore, is opposed to the 
voluntary $1 checkoff. He should

else. But Gore, a Demo­ 
crat, has been voting with the 
Republicans a lot in recent 
years.

TWO SENATORS CENSURED 
NOTE TO EDITORS: 
In commenting on the cen­ 
sure of Senator Dodd, you may 
be interested in noting also that 
the only two senators to be 
censured in the past 20 years 
and the only congressman to be 
expelled from the house 
of 
representatives were first ex­ 
posed by collumnists 
Drew 
Pearson and Jack Anderson. 
The details 
of the columns 
which led to the Dodd motion 
of 
censure are quite 
fresh 
in the public’s mind, but most 
people ha ve forgotten that it was 
the 
Pearson columns on Sen. 
McCarthy’s bulldozing 
of the 
army which led to a full dress 
senate 
investigation of the 
army and 
McCarthy, which in 
turn led to his censure. 
The Pearson columns 
on 
Cohn and 
Schine, McCarthy's 
two investigators, and the fa­ 
vored treatment which the sen­

Fort Dix, N. J., were published 
beginning Dec. 6, 1953, and con­ 
tinued through the spring of 
1954. The senate army - Mc­ 
Carthy hearings began on April 
22, 1954, 
and McCarthy was 
finally censured on Dec. 2, that 
year. 
Among the many Pearson col­ 
umns on Adam Clayton Powell, 
perhaps 
the most sensational 
was that of Sept. 13, 1965, in 
which he quoted verbatim the 
text of the state department 
cable to American embassies 
abroad, asking them to 
get 
theatre tickets, night club res­ 
ervations, a yacht etc., for Pow­ 
ell and his two secretaries. 
In 1966, Pearson reported in 
detail 
on Powell’s 
fishing 
trips, how Powell had side­

POOH CHARLIE SAYS! 
A dream of scientific progress and a new 
means of transportation exploded in a murderous 
fiery ball 30 years ago Saturday, May 6. 
The dream began near Paris on Oct. 15, 1783, 
when Jean Francois Pilatre de Rozier rose to 
an altitude of about 80 feet beneath a hot air 
balloon - the first man to fly. It ended May 6, 
1937, over Lakehurst, N. J., when the German 
dirigible Hindenberg exploded as it was about to 
complete a trans-Atlantic voyage. 
Man’s desire to fly goes back to prehistoric 
times; to the days of legend. Through the ages 
philosophers theorized and wrote about it, but 
it wasn’t until the Montgolfier brothers har­ 
nessed hot air in the 1780*s that anyone got off 
the ground. 
And balloons were unsatisfactory. You couldn’t 
steer them; they were 
at the mercy of the 
winds. 
It was more than 60 years before any­ 
one made a start on this problem. 
‘‘Henri Giffard, a French engineer, was the 
first man successfully to combine an engine of 
sufficient power with a balloon that could 
be 
steered.” 
“On September 24, 1852, Giffard 
flew 17 miles from Paris to the city’s out­ 
skirts. 
By using a rudder, he could turn from 
a straight course. But Giffard*s engine lacked 
the power to turn the balloon completely around 
and return to the starting point.” 
Scientists continued work for the next half 
century without ever getting past the experi­ 
mental stage. 
It was Count Ferdinand 
von 
Zeppelin who was to make the airship into a 
practical, commercial proposition. 
He had become interested in lighter-than-air 
craft when, as a Prussian Army observer in 
the American Civil War, he 
had gone up in 
Union Army balloons. 
He had served in the 
Franco-Prussian War, when the French used 
balloons in the siege of Paris. 
Zeppelin was in his early 60*s and retired from 
the army when his first airship flew in 1900. 
The German government aided him and, in 1908, 
he founded the Zeppelin Airship Building Co. 
Time was running out on the airship even then. 
The Wright brothers, Curtiss, Bleriot and many 
others were working on heavier-than-air craft; 
had them flying, were making constant improve­ 
ments. 
But at the time, the airship was far 
closer to being a commercially profitable flying 
machine. 
Zeppelin organized the world’s first airline in 
1910. His airships carried about 35,000 passen­ 
ger^ before the outbreak of World War I put an 
end to his airline. 
After the war, the victorious allies used their 
airships only for military purposes. The U.S. 
Navy safely operated the Los Angeles for years 
- but the Senandoah, Akron and Macon crashed. 
There was considerable talk of organizing air­ 
lines that would be equipped with airships, but 
nothing came of it - except in Germany. 
In 1928 the Graf Zeppelin was completed, named 
for the pioneer who had died in 1917. About 
800 feet long and IOO feet in diameter, she could 
cruise at 70 miles an hour and carry 50 passen­ 
gers in her luxurious cabin. More important, 
she had a range far beyond what the transport 
planes of the time could attempt. 
The Graf Zeppelin flew around the world in 
1929. 
In the early 1930*s she was placed in 
regular commercial service, carrying passen­ 
gers and cargo on a regular schedule between 
Germany and South America. 
‘‘The success of the Graf Zeppelin led to the 
building of the Hindenburg in 1936.” 
“One of 
the largest ever built, this 7,063,000-cubic- 
foot ship was 812 feet long and 135 feet in diame­ 
ter.” 
The Hindenburg made more than 50 long 
distance flights, including more than 30 across 
the Atlantic. 
She too was placed in 
regular 
commercial service. 
The end came May 6, 1937. 
Herb Morrison 
and Charlie Nehlser. of WLS, Chicago, were at 
Lakehurst 
that 
day, 
with 
Morrison glibly 
describing the scene as the great silver pencil 
drifted in through clouds and rain toward its 
mooring mast. 
Then the Hindenburg exploded. 
Those of you who have Ed Mur row’s record, 
“I Can Hear It Now” at home can hear the 
broadcast Morrison made that day, his voice 
broken by sobs, 
the repeated “whump” of the 
Hindenburg’s 
exploding gasbags, 
Morrison 
crying, “Oh, the humanity.. .oh, the humanity.” 
Thirty-six persons died. 
Germany withdrew 
the Graf Zeppelin from service. 
The airship 
as a regularly-scheduled, commercial carrier 
was through. 
But if the Hindenburg had been inflated by

THE RAILROAD STRIKE THREAT 
AN 
ALMOST 
IMPERMISSIBLE CRUNCH is 
coming. Six shop craft unions in the railroads 
threaten to walk out tomorrow. Congress already 
has extended the strike deadline 20 days by a 
prohibiting 
resolution. 
The mechanics of the 
Railway Labor Act have been exhausted. 
in asking for special legislation to postpone the 


strike on April IO, President Johnson warned of 
“a crippling and paralyzing national railroad 
strike.” The President said a nationwide rail 
strike would do “ incalculable” damage by snarl­ 
ing passenger traffic and shipment of domestic 
goods and defense materials for the war in Viet 
Nam. 
Some 40 per cent of the total freight shipped by 
the Defense Department, he noted, is moved by 
rail. A strike would impede the movement of such 
necessary war materials as ammunition, jet fuel, 
strategic m issiles, and weapons. 
LABOR WILL FIGHT any further extension of 
the strike deadline. A spokesman for the Inter­ 
national 
Association of Machinists and Aero­ 
space workers, one of the six craft unions in­ 
volved, says: “ We have the right to strike and 
we will until it becomes illegal. That will take 
a new law. We’ll fight it. We already are battling 
it.” 
Congress will be pressured by the unions’ 1,900 
lodges. Wayne Morse (D Ore.), one of the sav- 
viest of senators when it comes to labor law. 
says the chances are only even of getting special 
legislation through the Congress. And to pass 
it, he says, would take at least IO days. 
It wasn’t so with the extender in April. Presi­ 
dent Johnson asked for the measure on April IO 
and it was adopted on the following day. 
THE RAILROAD INDUSTRY may be playing with 
fire. A Republican minority on the Senate Labor 
and Public Welfare Committee already has de­ 
cried the fact that President Johnson has yet to 
propose anti - strike legislation he said he in­ 
tended in his 1966 State of the Union Message. The 
proposal was not repeated in the 1967 Message. 
In signing the strike deadline extenion, April 
12 - in the living room of the temporary White 
House at Punta del Este, Uruguay — the Presi­ 
dent said that further strike-blocking action by 
Congress could be expected if no agreement is 
reached by the railroads. 
“The urgency 
which 
prompted Congress to 
act,” the President said, “ should serve to notify 
both sides, as they return to the bargaining 
table, that the American people look to them for 
selfless and responsible action in the best tra­ 
dition of industrial democracy. This resolution 
is a call upon their consciences.” 
But Secretary of Labor W. Willard Wirtz and 
Secretary of Transportation Alan S. Boyd in a 
joint statement of April 23 said: “The ugly fact 
is that collective bargaining has fallen flat on 
its face. The country is on the verge of a nation­ 
wide railroad strike. It is a shame for democ­ 
racy to be put on trial over so small a disa­ 
greement.” 
The unions represent 137,000 workers. The is­ 
sues are basically, though not entirely, bread- 
and-butter. Some 65 per cent of railroad work­ 
ers have accepted a 5 per cent wage rise which 
the shop craft unions consistently have rejected.

second only to mental illness as 
a cause of lasting disability. 
They take a heavier toll of work 
days lost in industry 
than 
accidents. Even so, total U.S. 
outlays for arthritis and rheu­ 
matism research come to little 
more than $15 million a year - 
as against $300 million poured 
down the drain in desperation 
for quack 'remedies*. . ." 
Referring to Mr. Eisenhower, 
the 
medical editor 
wrote: 
"Neither for him nor his fel­ 
low sufferers is any preven­ 
tive medicine effective. , . the 
prescription was as simple as 
the diagnosis had been pains­ 
taking: aspirin to ease the pain 
and a combination of rest with 
gentle exercises to free the 
joints." 
Several things are obvious in 
the foregoing: 
first, 
quacks 
drain off money that few a r­ 
thritics can afford; second, the 
physician is best 
qualified to 
prescribe medicines and phy­ 
sical therapy; and third, good 
old aspirin, the most widely 
used 
medicinal in the world, 
is still a drug of choice for 
most physicians in 
treating 
arthritis and rheumatism. 


It is understandable 
that 
a 
person in constant pain will turn 
in desperation to anything that 
offers relief; and that he will 
wonder when the doctor pre 
scribes pure aspirin, which is 
used 
for treating 
everyday 
headaches and other pains. Yet, 
as the 
Time 
article 
says, 
"The most widely prescribed 
and useful 
drug (for arthri­ 
tis) is still aspirin." 
Our advice to all 
victims of 
arthritis and rheumatism 
is 
to listen to their 
doctor, not 
to irresponsible quacks. 
And our advice to others (all 
potential victims of these dis­ 
eases) is to contribute gen­ 
erously to reputable organiza­ 
tions sponsoring research that 


may someday come up with a 
cure for arthritis and rheuma­ 
tism.

Miss Beveil will start at about 
IOO feet down, and work up the 
cove shelf until her last day Is 
spent at IO feet.

NOTE TO EDITORS: 
In commenting on the cen­ 
sure of Senator Dodd, you may 
bs interested in noting also that 
the only two senators to be 
censured in the past 20 years 
and the only congressman to be 
expelled from the house 
of 
representatives were first ex­ 
posed by columnists 
Drew 
Pearson and Jack Anderson. 
The details of the columns 
which led to the Dodd motion 
of 
censure are quite fresh 
in the public's mind, but most 
people have forgotten that it was 
the Pearson columns on Sen. 
McCarthy's bulldozing of Hie 
army which led to a full dress 
senate 
investigation of the 
army and 
McCarthy, which in 
turn led to his censure. 
The Pearson columns 
on 
Cohn and Schine, McCarthy's 
two investigators, and the fa­ 
vored treatment which the sen­ 
ator demanded for them 
at 
Fort Dix, N .J., were published 
beginning Dec. 6, 1953, and con­ 
tinued through the spring of 
1954. The senate army • Mc­ 
Carthy hearings began (rn April 
22, 1954, 
and McCarthy was 
finally censured on Dec. 2, that 
year. 
Among the many Pearson col­ 
umns on Adam Clayton Powell, 
perhaps the most sensational 
was that of Sept. 13, 1965, In 
which he quoted verbatim the 
text of the state department 
cable to American embassies 
abroad, asking them to 
get 
theatre tickets, night club res­ 
ervations, a yacht etc., for Pow­ 
ell and his two secretaries. 
In 1966, Pearson reported in 
detail 
on Powell's 
fishing 
trips, how Powell had side­ 
tracked the anti • poverty pro­

civil rights legislation because 
he was away fishing.

ceived her salary checks.This 
was one of the mate factors 
leading to Powell's explosion.

On Dec, 8, 14 and 19, Pear­ 
son published exclusive details

MTAIN STANDARD TIME

For the first time, most of the nation is in step with Daylight Saving Time. Congress last 
year passed a low m aking "fa st” time mandotory except where stote legislators passed 
legislation retaining standard time— for the entire state, supposedly, no more local option. 
As a result, Daylight Saving is effective in 44 states on April 30 this year. Only M ichigan 
and South Dakota legislatures have opted for standard time. Since its legislature doesn't 
meet this year, Kentucky has been given a year of grace to make its decision. Alaska and 
Hawaii, along with Puerto Rico, have been granted exemption pending revision of their 
time zones. 
Only Indiano, by a legal quirk, has contrived to retain local option. The 
legislature voted to permit each locality to follow either standard or daylight time but 
requires each to set up an "o fficial” clock showing daylight time.

HOUSE ADVANCES B IL L TO 
S E T M ILK PRICES 
JE F F E R S O N CITY - As 
the' 
Missouri House of Representa­ 
tives gave preliminary approval 
last week to a milk price fixing 
bill, many in support of 
the 
measure were still questioning 
whether this “ cure" might not 
be worse than the “ disease" 
- the increased failures of small 
dairies and the loss of profits 
to the dairy farmer. 
The bill, introduced by Rep. 
Ronald Reed (I) - St. Joseph) 
would establish a seven-mem­ 
ber 
commission which would 
set prices for milk sold 
in 
Missouri in an effort to guar­ 
antee 
certain percentage re­ 
turns 
to 
the producers and 
maintain 
a 
stable wholesale 
purchase price which would put 
small dairies on a level of com­ 
petition with the large plants. 
Although sponsors of the bill 
argued that there would be no 
increase in the price of milk 
resulting from passage of such 
a bill, it was generally conceded 
by many members voting for 
the advance of the bill 
that 
prices would rise. 
This would result, they said, 
from the fact that the cost of 
the commission would be paid- 
for from assessments to milk 
processors and distributors. 
To point up this fact, 
Rep. 
Harold L. Volkner (D-Hanni- 
bal), introduced an 
amend­ 
ment which would have changed 
the 
name of the bill to the 
“ Milk Price Raise Act" 
from 
the “ Milk Sales Act." 
Most members of the House 
recognized 
that 
there 
are 
serious problems in the 
milk 
industry - as evidenced by the 
recent National Farmers Or­ 
ganization blockade of 
milk 
shipments in an effort to raise 
prices to the consumer - and 
profits to the producer. 
But of those recognizing the 
problem of low profits 
to the 
producer and the 
decline in 
the number of small dairies, 
some still favored the opinion 
voiced by Rep. 
Anthony Dill 
(R-Affton), that “ a rose by any 
other name is just as sweet," 
and that “ price-fixing by any 
other name is just as rotten.’’ 
Although the bill still faces a 
final vote in the House - and 22 
members were absent from this 
preliminary vote of 76-64 - 
many outstate representatives 
are expected to hang together 
again in an effort to find some 
relief for the small dairy far­ 
mer and the small processor. 
During the long debate on the

the House, several 
amendments were proposed, but 
only a few passed. One proposal 
which was defeated would have

■ No action has been taken in 
the Senate, but it is expected 
that the upper house will 
not 
accept two of the 13 amendments 
tacked on in the House which re­ 
late to issuance of bids on proj­ 
ects over $5,000. 
The Senate 
version would have allowedpur- 
chases up to $25,000 before bids 
would have to be issued. 
If the Senate does not accept 
these amendments, the measure 
will be sent to a joint Senate- 
House conference committee to 
iron out differences. 
Despite the number of amend­ 
ments, the bill was not greatly 
altered in the House and still 
provides for a toll authority,
